(D., Mo.) on the same subject but wanted to alert Mr. Latimer first. 
[Ne said that this was fine with him and that FOIA was a continuing 
concern of Mr. McClory's. (2) Delivered the letter from the DCI 
to Chairman Edward P. Boland (D., Mass.) conveying an intelligence 
25X1 report on plans on dealing with continuing pressures 
from the U.S. avd asked that the Committee show the intelligence 
report to Chairman John J. Flynt, Jr. (D., Ga.), Committee on 
Standards of Official Conduct. (3) Mr. Latimer asked when we were 
going to brief the Committce on liaison agreements. After 
questioning, he refined the requirement to be "written agreements 
that are essentially government to government agreements but which 
were not reported under the Case Act to the Congress."
